A PREFACE. 


TT 

Hrifiian Religion having in Proceſs of time,. been greatly corrupted and de 
praved to ſerve the ambitions and covetous deſigns of thiſe that had attain'd. 
to be chief Leaders and Kulers in the Church: It came at length to that 
"= degree of votorionſne[s that even common People, that had honeſt minds, bes: 
came wiſer than their Teachers, by applying themſelves to evident Truths, and the* 
Reading of the Hely Scriptrrec, without the Biaſs- of carnal Intereits or Paſſions. 
Hereupon enſued that Reformation, which has been ſo violently oppoſed by the Pope 
of Rome, and the Princes avd Biſhops his Adherents, And among the Riformiſts 
themſelves have ariſen many Iiviſtons and Contentions, about-the matters of Chyt-. 
ftian Dotrine and Diſcipline, all layin this for a ground, that their Lead:rs might 
erre, and deceive them in'the matters f their Salvation, as the Romiſh:Leaders had 
done, and therefore it was neceſſary for every one:to ſee with his own Eyes, and judge 
or! himſelf, let follewing the blind, he with him fall into the Ditch of P wks. 
Now although one man as well as amither, all are Subjeft to erre, yet there & this 
difference between following ones own judgment, or anothers, that every man is bound © 
70 uſe his own underſtanding in diſcerning his daty to his God; . and 'he "may be* ſecure | 
of his own integr#), which he cannot of anotbers;, for every man knows of may know |: 
bis own heart but caunot another mans. And hz that is (ingle hearted andl finceve © 
cannot erre dangeronſly. But he that 1s infixcere, and led away with any carnal. 
Intereſt or Paſſim, Ambition, Singularity, Self-conceitedneſs, deſire of Glory, Do- 
minion,or Riches, and the like. This man u at ſubjett to erre dangeronſly, 4s any man | 
from whim he diſſents. Now Geo. Fox has attaind a great reputation among the | 
Quakers, and is become.of an inconſiaerable Shoes Maker or mean Servant, a Jyeat * 
Teacher and Leader of a numerous company of Men aud women, whe all profeſs to 
be guided by the Light within them, which they ſay errs not, but leads every one of + 
them, (and every man that is Obedient toir) into all Trath, Righteouſneſs, Love, | 
and Goianeſs , in{'much that all men {eſpecially if they be acquainted with their } 
Deoflrine and Praftice) that jejn n't with them, are condemned by them, as of a falſe 
Religion. Hence #t ts manifeſt that according to their DeftFrine, every man who knows * 
himſelf to be fincere and obedient to his Light, and ſees not abſolute Truth and Good- | 
eſs in Geo. Fox andthe Quakers principles aud prattices, is a full evidence againſt | 
them, that th:y are mitorionſl aefet] ive bith in T ruth and Goodneſs, And nt only | 
all fncere perſ-ns that neither ſay nr do as Geo. Fox and the Quakers, but more 
eſpecially thoſe per ſans who in the ſimplicity of their hearts have ſometime conſented -. 
with him both in Dofrine and Praftice, bear an undeniable Teſtimony againſt him, 
that he is bighly injurious to Chriftian!, ſecks an nnjuft and oppreſſive domeion over * 
their Conſciences, contradilts by his praftice bis own principles, and is become a Ring-
